kecrecy about the whole 
business. Not a word — be- 
fore: the meeting, and 
hardly u word after it ex. 
cept the formal: commu. 


nique. : 

It was a “summit” meeting, 
Mr Khrushchev heading the 
Sovict delegation, Marshal Tito 
the Yugoslav, But what was St 
about, and what hes it achieved? 
One has to go bnck to the 
tangled story of Soviel-Yugoslay 
relations since the big quarrel 
nine yeurr ugo: The flercencas of 
{hat quarrel, on the Russian side, 
was astonishing, There was an 
attempt to breale the Yugoslav 
economy by cutting off all trade 
with the Soviet Union and the 
satellites, Tito was denounced ox 
a blood-thirsty Faseist. And this 
went on until well after Stalin's 
death, ‘ 

Then, two yeats ngo, Khrush- 
chev took charge and storted a 
new Hine, He went to Belgrade, 
was effusivel friendly to Tilo, 
explained that all the une 
pleasantness had been the fault 
of Berla, and that now Beria had 
been shot, the old friendship 
could be restored, Tito and the 
Yugoslavs walked a little warily, 
They were rendy for friendly 
relations, but they made !t clear 
that they would not give up one 
jot of thetr independence, They 
were Communists, but they 
themselves would decide and 
control both thelr internal and 
external policies, 


OFFER AID 


Thin .scomed to work pretty 
well for a year or 0. The 
Russlans not only lifted the 
economic boycott; they also 
offered Yugoslavia considerable 
ald — long-term credits, for 
example, for a big aluminium 
plant and on artificial fertiliser 
Plant—and they seemed resigned 
to the fuct that Marshal Tito 
would continue his “uncom: 
mitted” foreign policy, keeping 
on friendly relations both with 
the Soviet bloc and with the 
‘Western. Powers. 

Then, Inst year, came the 
events i. Poland and Hungary. 
The Yugostavs made no sccret 
of their mpathy with the 
desire of the Poles and the 
Hungarlans for national in- 
dependence. The Russians were 
angrily suspicious that “Titoism” 
had been a ‘powerful factor be- 
hind the Polish and Hungarian

Relations became very strained 
once more, The Soviet Govern- 
ment “postponed” ifs offers of 
economic aid, and the old note 
of cbhua begun lo creep back 
inte speeches and articles. 
Sustov, fur example, accused the 
Yuyoslavs of “nationat Com- 
muuism"”, adding that this was a

ful In restoring the situation in 
Enatern = Europe — that, for 
exunple, it would get rid of any 
danger of a sort of Pollsh- 
Yugerlay entente, Or It may be 
that he thinks he can, step by 
step, draw Yugoslavia back into 
full membership of the Sovict 
bloc. : 

How far has he got? We know 
nothing, of course, of what 
happened at the meeting. Neither 
the Sovict nor the Yugoslav 
pressor radio gave any help, We

My own Judgment, for what

There is nu pretence of agree- 
ment, On tho contrary the 
eemmunique saya that the two 
leeders ‘examined’ | problems 
that “hinder the further success- 
ful development of mutual 
relations”. And they will con- 
continue’ to “work for the re- 
movel of obstacles to thot 
development’. Moreover, there
